WHEREAS, With 56,300 students enrolled, the Buffalo public, private and parochial school 
system is the largest in Western New York, and 
 
WHEREAS, New York State Education Law, Article 19 (Section 901 through 914), and Part 136 
of the Regulations of the Commissioner of Education require school districts in New York State 
to provide a health services program for all children attending public and non-public elementary 
and secondary schools, and  
 
WHEREAS, The legally required health services include periodic health examinations, specific 
screening services, health assessments, health referrals, and immunization compliance, and  
 
WHEREAS, Most local boards of education implement the provisions of law and regulation 
through the employment of physicians, nurses, and other health personnel, and  
 
WHEREAS, The Buffalo City School District was exempted from Article 19 in 1913 and from 
Part 136 of the Regulations of the Commissioner of Education in 1937, the years when these 
provisions were enacted, and 
 
WHEREAS, The New York State Legislature apparently intended that the provisions of the 1913 
law were to apply to all school districts except in "cities which were cities of the first class," and 
 
WHEREAS, At that time, only Rochester, Buffalo, and New York City were cities of the first 
class, and 
 
WHEREAS, Those cities were exempted from the provisions of the law because these cities 
were maintaining reasonable effective systems under their local laws, and  
 
WHEREAS, The Buffalo City School District remains exempt from Article 19, except for the 
provision of immunizations (immunization compliance is contained in Section 2164 of Public 
Health Law) and a recent provision added to Section 905 of Article 19 governing vision 
screening for new entrants to the school system, which the Legislature made explicitly applicable 
to the cities in question, and  
 
WHEREAS, Buffalo is also subject to the requirement of physical examinations for students 
with disabilities (Education Law, Article 89), and  
 
WHEREAS, In 1942, the Buffalo Charter provided that the Buffalo Department of Health would 
provide "the medical inspection of school children … vaccinations and immunizations of school 
children," and  
 
WHEREAS, In 1947, Erie County established the County Health District, and  
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WHEREAS, In March 1947, the City of Buffalo passed a resolution abolishing its health district 
and consistent with Section 341 of the Public Health Law; "all powers and duties of the local 
Board of Health were transferred to the County Board of Health," and  
 
WHEREAS, The City of Buffalo maintained that since its Health Department provided school 
health services prior to 1947, this service was transferred to the County along with the other 
health services, and 
 
WHEREAS, Erie County started to provide services to City schools in 1948, and 
 
WHEREAS, Currently, the Erie County Health Department delivers school health services to 86 
public and parochial and some private schools with 27 full time and 20 part time nurses, and 
 
WHEREAS, The Health Department nurses provide basic school health, basic physicals for new 
students and vision screening, and 
 
WHEREAS, Staffing constraints preclude any more services, and 
 
WHEREAS, In addition to the 86 schools serviced by the Health Department, the Kaleida Health 
Care System operates health clinics in three Buffalo public schools and Geneva B. Scruggs 
Community Health Care Center operates health clinics in eight Buffalo public schools and 
Sisters Hospital operates in two, and 
 
WHEREAS, It was recently announced that the Kaleida Health Care System clinics, which were 
opened in an attempt to meet the needs of some of the poorest sections of the City, will close at 
the end of June 2000 unless alternative funding is found. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
 
RESOLVED, That the Erie County Legislature does hereby go on record in support of the 
continued school health care services for all Buffalo public, private and parochial school 
students, with an emphasis on disease prevention, early detection, and education of students to 
avoid costly health problems, and be it further

while students are in school, uncertainty of the future of some school health clinics and services 
provided by local hospitals, are all problematic for the delivery of quality health care services for
